Bureau Files re Hrnest Besig and Francis Heisler 


frnest Besig is northern California director, ACLU. In the 
past he has attempted to thwart Bureau investigations by claiming to 
be attorney for subjects of San Francisco cases and insisting that 
such people not be contacted except through him. He is not member 
of the California Bar. Bulet to San Francisco 12/2/53 instructed 
that Besig could not be contacted without prior Bureau approval.

Francis Heisler is also an attorney. He was subject of a 
Security Matter - SWP investigation instituted in 194} and closed in 
1950. He too is on the list of persons not to be contacted without 
prior Bureau approval. Our investigation of Heisler determined that 
he reportedly had been associated with CP, SWP and communist front 
groups in the past. He prepared an article entitled "The Law and 
the Conscientious Objector” which appeared in the University of 
Chicago Law Review, Spring, 1953, issue. This article points up 
Heisler's objection to the selective service system in the United 
States. . Many of his statements are critical of the Bureau.

OBSERVATIONS : 


Subject has a long history of subversive activity. He 
received an undesirable discharge from Army 5/12/55 as disloyal and 

in 1953 admitted to G-2 he believed in teachings of Marx, Engels 

and Lenin. In his letter, he recognizes questionable loyalty since 

he states his work is not of classified nature and he had not applied 
for such work. Bureau is fully justified and it is our responsibility 
‘to investigate this subject. It is not felt that any significance 
whatsoever should be given to his letter. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


It is recomnended that San Francisco Office be advised to 
make no. acknowledgment of subject's letter, make no contact with 
him without prior Bureau authority, and, in the future; investigation 
of this subject, his allegations and dissemination of such allegations 
to Besig and Heisler should be borne in mind. San Francisco is also 
being requested to advise concerning contacts with Westinghouse 
#lectric Supply Company. There is attached for approval and 
transmittal an airtel so instructing San Francisco.

Challenge,” published as Page 3 of "Labor Action," contained 
an article concerning the creation of the YSL, which pointed 
out that at a unity convention occurring February, 12-14, 
1954, at Labor Action Hall, New York City, New York, a 
merger occurred between the Young People's Socialist League 
(YPSL) and the Socialist Youth League (SYL). The new 
organization was named the YSL. 


A reliable source on June 15, 1954, made available 
the minutes of the YSL's National Action Committse meeting , , 
of April 13, 1954, which reflected that one S./SITEMAN, “—Z+- 
"Chairman of the $P _(Socialist_Party)_Youth Cémmittee," had 
objected~to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a.

On July 21, 1959, ROBERT MAGNUS MARTINSON, a resident

. Approximately a month ago he answered a help-wanted 
a ad appearing in the "San Francisco Chronicle” for persons 

having a mechanical background, He was subsequently telephoni- 
cally contacted _by one ROBERT ALFORD, a representative of a : 
Los Angeles company, who arranged for a personal interview. 
ALFORD indicated interest in hiring MARTINSON as a salesman 
for his company, the name of which MARTINSON cannot now recall 
because he destroyed the card given him by ALFORD. At the time 
MARTINSON stated that he explained to ALFORD that because of 
his past polifical activities, he believed that it would not 
be possible for him to secure a clearance to work for a company 
holding government contracts, ‘ALFORD, however, advised him to 
contact the FBI and to obtain the necessary security clearance, 


He was advised that the FBI does not give clearance 
to individuals for employment by firms engaged in work on ; 
government contracts, that the decision whether an individual 
is a security risk for such work is made by the agency having 
security responsibility for the performance of the particular 
contract. MARTINSON stated that he now understood that the FBI 
did not have the prerogative of granting him the necessary 
security clearance. He informed that he was considering pur- 
suing the matter of securing security clearance further and that 
if contacted again by ROBERT ALFORD in connection with employ- ve: 
ment, that he planned to obtain full details in regard to the : 
government agenty for whom the contract was being performed. 
Thereafter, he stated that he might possibly submit a detailed 
statement to the interested government agency concerning all of 
his past political activities, which would also incorporate his 
political views at this time. A copy of any statement prepared 
by him will be furnished for the information of the FBI. ' 


LAS:cs 
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MARTINSON stated that the FBI and the Army both 
possess detailed information in regard to his past political 
activities, the FBI through investigation and the Army by a 
hearing held when he was in the service. He admitted that he 
had been a former member of the Workers Party, the American 
Youth for Democracy and the Independent Socilalist League. At 
the present time he is a member of the Socialist Party and had 
been a candidate for Mayor in the City of Berkeley, California, 
in the last municipal election. He stated that he hates the 
Communist Party and has since he was briefly affiliated with 
the American Youth for Democracy for a few months in 1945. at 
that time his eyes were opened concerning the communists. 


He informed that he did not feel that the activities 
of the Workers Party and the Independent Socialist League con- 
stituted a threat to the security of this country and during 
his associations with those organizations, he never encountered 
any individual who advocated the change of our form of govern- 
ment by violent or revolutionary means. MARTINSON stated that 
he has not changed his mind about socialism and that he does 
not regret any of his past activities for the socialist cause; 
however, he stated that he wanted to stress that his present 
affiliation was with the Socialist Party, which has not been 
cited by the Attorney General as a subversive organization. 


He stated under no circumstances would he ever discuss 
the identities of any of his former associates in the various 
political organizations with which he has been affiliated in 
the past as to do so would make him feel personally disloyal 
to all of these former associates, a stool pigeon, and a traitor 
to the socialist cause. He believes that it is all right for 
the FBI to investigate criminal matters but that the political 
beliefs of individuals should not be urider the scrutiny of any 
governmental agency. 


He specifically requested that FBI Agents not contact 
him in the future and attempt to question him about his past 
activities or those of acquaintances because he does not want 
to be bothered and will not willingly answer questions, He 
said that any further contact by him with the FBI will be 
personally initiated by him.

He was advised that tho FBI dees not give clearance 
to individuals for exmloymant by firms engared in work on 
pean contracts, that the dgecisicn whether an individual

contract, HMARTINSON stated that he now underotesd that tho FBI 
Gid not have the prerogative of grenting hin the necessary 
security clearance. He informed that he was considering pure 
suing the matter of securing scourity clearance further ond that 
if contacted again by ROBEN? ALFGRD in connecticn with exploy~- 
ment, that he planned to ebtain full details in rogard to the 
goverment efoncy for whem the contract was being performed. 
Thoreafter, he stated that ho might possibly suknit o detoiled 
statenent to the interested covelnnent azency cencorning ail of 
his past political activities, thich would also incorporate his 
political views at this timo. A copy of any statement prepare 
by hin will be furnished fer tho information of the F&I. :

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MARTINSON stated that the FBI and the Army both 
possess detailed information in regard to his past political 
activities, the FBI through investigation and the Army by a 
hearing held when he was in the service. He admitted that he 
had been a former member of the Workers Party, the American 
Youth for Democracy and the Independent Socialist Leaguc. At 
the present time he is a member of the Socialist Party and had 
been a candidate for Mayor in the City of Berkeley, Califormia, 
in the last municipal election. He stated that he hates the 
Commmist Party and has since he was briefly affiliated with 
the American Youth for Demccracy for a few months in 1945. At 
that time his eyes were opened concerning the communists. 


He informed that he did not feel that the activities 
of the Workers Party and the Independent Socialist League con- 
stituted a threat to the security of this country and during 
his asgeclations with those organizations, he never encountered 
any individual who advocated the change of our form of governe 
ment by violent or revolutionary means. MARTINSON stated that 
he has not changed his mind about socialism and that he does 
not regret any of his past activities for the socialist cause; 
however, he stated that he wanted to stress that his present 
affiliation was with the Soclalist Party, which has not been 
eited by the Attorney Gencral as a subversive organization. 


He stated under no circumstances would he ever diacuss 
the identities of any of his former associates in the various 
political organizations with whieh he has been affiliated in 
the past as to do so would make im feel personally disloyal 
to all of theac former associates, a stool pigeon, and a traitor 
to the socialist cause. He believes that 1t is all right for 
the FBI to investigate criminal matters tut that the political 
beliefs of individuals should not be under the serutiny of any 
govermmental agency. 


He specifically requested that FBI Agents not contact 
him in the future and attempt to question hin about his past 
eetivities or those of acquaintances because he dees not want 
to be bothered and will not williingly answer questions, He 
sald that any further contact by him with the FBI will be 
personally initiated by him,

: The May 4, 1942, issue of "Labor Action," then, an offi- ' 
cial publication of the Workers Party (WP), carried an article 
which reflected that the WP was formed in April, 1940, as a result 
of a split within the leadership of the Socialist Workers Party(SWP). 
The article stated that when the Hitler-Stalin Pact was signed and \ 
Poland invaded, the minority group within the SWP, in proclaiming 
the formation of the WP, condemned the pact as being imperialistic 
in nature and stated it would not support either imperialist camp. 
The April 25, 1949, issue of "Labor Action" contained an 
account of the Fifth National Convention of the WP, held March 24- 4 
27, 1949, in New York City, which reflected the change of name of 
the organization from the WP to the Independent Socialist League 
(ISL) in order to emphasize the character of the group as a pro- 
paganda group for the spreading of socialist ideas and not as a I 
full-fledged political party. . : 


The July 14, 1958, issue of “Labor Action," an official 
publication of the ISL,contained an articie captioned "The ISL 
Program in Brief." The article indicated: "The ISL stands for 
socialist democracy and against the two systems of exploitation 
which now divide the world: capitalism and Stalinism. The ISL, 
as a Marxist movement, looks to the working class and its ever- 
present struggle as the basic progressive force in society. The 
ISL is organized to spread the ideas of socialism in the labor 
movement and among all other sections of the people. There can be 
no lasting and genuine democracy without socialism and there can 
be no socialism without democracy." 


The September 22, 1958, issue of “Labor Action" contained 
an undated statement signed by the Political Committee of the ISL 
which indicated that the ISL had been dissolved. The statement 
urged former ISL members to join the Socialist Party - Social Demo- 
cratic Federation. : :

The SWP has been designated by the Attorney General pur- 
suant to Executive Order 10450, 


A source advised on May 21, 1958, that the San Francisco 
Bay Area Branch, Independent Socialist League, was an adjunct of 
the National Organization. The Branch had representation on the 
National Committee of the Independent Socialist League; it partici- 
pated in the campaigns of the Independent Socialist League, and 
contributed financially to the support of the National Organization. 


The source advised,again.on August 11, 1958, that the 
San Francisco Bay Area Branch; Independent Socialist League, had 
dissolved itself and the members had joined the Local Branch of 
the Socialist Party - Social Democratic Federation.
